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i. Sixteen 134 tanks and three tank chassis were entrained 
at the BLLZIG (N 53/Z 30) railroad station on 2 October 
1949. The train included some boxcars equipped for the 
transportation of troops. 


2. A train carrying 10 pontoons (26 x 8 feet) was standing 
at the WILSJNBURG (N 53/% 20) railroad station. Twelve 
95X1 trucks allegedly 
belonsing to the engineer shipment, were parked on the 
loading track.
